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FOREWORD 


The  Iov\ra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-Yiide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
AgricultLire  vrorlcing  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agricultiire 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years j  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al /organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  roverranental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.  Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V*  Strand, 
State-wide  York  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration o  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25    and  27, 

The  lov/a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report,     Seloctod  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collcot  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lo-v/s . 
Without  those  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete ,

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ICM  AGRICULTURiLL  STATISTICS  -  DALLAS  COUNTY 

Dallas  County,  originally  included  in  old  Keokuk  County,  was  established 
January  17,  1846.     It  was  named  for  George  M,  Dallas,  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  at  that  time.     The  Sac  and  Fox  Indian  title  to  the  land  had  been  extinguish- 
ed on  October  11,  1845.  l/ 

Samuel  Miller,  a  native  of  Indiana,  seems  to  ha-ve  been  the  first  settler  in 
the  county.  On  March  12,  1846,  he  settled  at  the  confluence  of  the  North  and  South 
Raccoon  rivers,  near  the  present  site  of  "Van  Meter.  Others  soon  followed  and  by 
the  following  year  there  were  164  residents  in  the  county.  According  to  another 
story  Daniel  and  Lewis  Stump  were  the  first  settlers  in  the  county.  In  the  fall 
of  1845,  they  settled  in  Van  Meter  township  below  the  junction  of  the  Middle  and 
South  Raccoon  rivers  in  the  locally  well  known  Stump  bottoms,  ij 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  February,  1847,  and  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment was  located  at  Penoaoh,    Elijah  Miller  is  credited  with  donating  40  acres  of 
his  claim  to  the  county  for  locating  the  county-seat  there.     The  name  Penoach, 
signifying  "far  away"  in t he  Indian  language,  was  changed  to  Adel  two  years 
later,  3/ 

The  first  public  transportation  line  through  this  county  was  the  stage  route 
between  Dubuque  and  Council  Bluffs  in  1849;    Adel  was  the  station.     The  Mississippi 
and  Missouri  Railroad,  later  known  as  the  Rock  Island,  was  built  through  the  South- 
ern part  of  the  county  in  1868«69,     The  Des  Moines  Valley  Railroad  was  constructed 
northwestward  through  the  county  in  1869-70,  4/ 

The  State  Epileptic  Hospital  is  located  at  Woodward  in  the  northeastern  part 
of  the  county,  and  one  of  the  first  Resettlement  Administration  projects  is  situate 
ed  at  Granger, 

Area 

Dallas  County  is  approximately  24  miles  each  way.     The  lower  tier  of  town- 
ships is  set  off  to  the  east  about  one  and  one-half  miles,  the  result  of  a  correc- 
tion line  running  along  the  northern  boundary  of  township  78,     The  area  is  589 
square  miles  5/,  or  376,960  acres.    Of  this  niraiber,  366,013  acres  are  listed  as 
farm  land,  There  are  si?>;teen  townships  in  the  covmty  and  it  ranks  twenty- 

first  in  point  of  size  in  the  State.     Shelby  County  has  the  same  area. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Dallas  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  siy^ranip  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  78,6  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Carrington 
loams — 43,4  percent,  Webster  loams — 17,2  percent.  Clarion  loams«-10.8  percent,

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Shelby  loams — 3.3  percent,  Lindley  loams-^-S.S  percent,  and  Conover  silt  loam — 
0.1  percent.     The  loess  soils  oover  10,0  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Tama  silt  loam — -6,4  percent^  Clinton  silt  loam— 3,0  percent,  and  Grundy  silt 
loam— 0,6  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  4,9  percent  of  the  area  and  are 
divided  into  Waukesha  silt  loams«-2.1  percent,  O'Neill  loams-^l^S  percent, 
Bremer  loams — 1,4  percent,  and  Buokner  fine  sandy  loam-rO.l  percent.     The  swamp 
and  bottom-land  soils  cover  6,5  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Wabash 
loams-.~4,2  percent,  Sarpy  loains-'-2,l  percent,  Lamoure  silty  clay  loam-«0,l  per- 
cent, and  muck  and  peat — 0,1  percent,  ij 

Topography 

Dallas  County  contains  two  distinctly  different  areas,  dissimilar  in  age, 
origin,  and  appearance.     The  northern  three-fourths  is  a  broad^  flat,  and  gently 
rolling  plain.     This  plain  is  about  equally  divided  by  the  valley  of  the  North 
Raccoon  River  which  flows  southward.     There  are  narrow  strips  of  rough,  broken 
land,  about  one-fourth  mile  wide,  along  both  sides  of  this  river,  and  in  a  lesser 
degree,  along  its  smaller  tributaries.     In  the  extreme  northeast  part  of  the 
coimty,  the  slopes  of  the  Des  Moines _River  are  steep  and  abrupt,  with  rough, 
hilly  land  about  one  mile  in  width. 

The  southern  one-fourth  of  the  county  has  a  noticeable  degree  of  irregu- 
larity.    The  surface  is  broken  and  hilly,  with  the  South  and  Middle  Raocoon 
Rivers  sharp  and  steep  in  most  places.     In  other  localities,  there  are  deep, 
narrov/  ravines,  extending  far  into  the  uplands.    Weathering  and  erosion  have 
caused  considerable  roughening  of  the  torrain.     The  North,  Middle,  and  South 
Raccoon  rivers  drain  about  seven-eights  of  the  land,  and  the  Des  Moines  River 
drains  the  remainder,  %J 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  30  years  (1900-1930)  was  49,3  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  36  years  (1894-1930)  was  32.26  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  159  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  30  and 
October  6  recorded  from  1900  to  1930«  _9/ 

Population 

The  early  settlement  of  this  county  was  slow  but  with  the  coming  of  the 
railroads  the  development  was  quite  rapid.     In  1930  there  were  43  persons  per 
square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  4,491,  or  17»6  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 
number,  those  of  German  Descent  led  vfith  1,213,  and  the  Ehglish  were  next  with 
524.     Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations,  15/ 

Cooperatives 


In  193  7  there  were  10  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
4-  elevators,  2  petroleum  plants,  and  4  livestock  enterprises. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,257  members,  of  which  940  were  active,  and  1,780 
persons  did  business  with  the  10  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volume  of  |478,550  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  J|s94,142  worth 
of  business. 


Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusivelyo     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  IS/ 

Fruit 


The  greatest  number  of  apple  trees,  115,286,  was  recorded  in  1884,  but  the 
greatest  crop,  78,811  bushels,  was  listed  in  1909,     In  1934  there  v/ere  only 
18,078  trees  and  9,815  bushels.     There  were  10,240  peach  trees  in  1909  and  3,534 
bushels  in  1934.     These  were  the  years  of  greatest  nianbers  and  greatest  produc- 
tion, respectively.     In  1894,  the  peak  year  for  plums,  there  were  14,705  trees

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  orop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows* 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  product- 
ion the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summa- 
tions of  individual  farm  productions  shovm  as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage 
not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  xvould  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  town- 
ship with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  census  enumerations  made  in  1920,  1925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  Jxme  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses ,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bia^  displayed  by  the  unadjus-ted 
State  farm  assessors'  figures.
